Noble and Faithful Perſons. Now out of every County 
out of the Gentry is choſen by the — yearly an Officer 
called Sheriff, in Lat. Vice - Comes, whoſe buſineſs tis to 
gather the Fines, to attend the Judges to execute their 
Orders, to empanel Juries, and to judge of meaner 
Cauſes ; for that purpoſe he is aſſign d a Deputy or Un- 
der-Sheriff. King Edward III. appointed in every County 
ſeveral Juſtices or Keepers of the King's Peace, who are 
to take Cognizance of Murders, Felonies, Treſpaſſes, and 
other Miſdemeanors, and to ſecure Offenders till the Aſ- 
ſres, when certain Judges are ſent about in the Circuits 
to make a Goal Delivery. 

Honorius, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, in the Year 636. 
firſt began to divide England into Pariſhes, as the Hiſtory 
of Canterbury tells us. Its Ecclefiaſtical Government is 
divided into two Provinces and two Archbiſhopricks : 
Firſt, Canterbury, that hath two and twenty Biſhopricks 
under ir, and Eight thouſand nine hundred and eighty 
four Pariſhes, whereof Three thouſand three hundred 
and three are appropriated or impropriated , ſome be- 
longing yer to Cathedrals and Charitable Foundations, are 
made Lay-Fees by Act of Parliament.

This Title was introduc'd 
into England by Edward III. who created his Son Edward 
Duke of Cornwall, by a Wreath on his Head, a Ring on 
his Finger, and a Silver Verge. Dukes are now Created 
by Parent, and by putting on a Sword, ſetting a Cap 
with a Golden Circle upon their Heads; and by the Deli. 
very of a Golden Verge. 75 | 

A Marquis ſignifies properly one appointed to guard 
the Borders. Tis now an Honorary Title next to that. 
of Duke. Richard II. firſt created Robert Vere Earl of 
Oxford Marquis of Dublin. Maxquiſes are created by the. 
King, by girding on a Sword, putting on à Cap of Ho- 
nour, and delivering a Charter. | 

An Earl is the third Title of Honour, and is derived 
either from the Germans, or from the Roman Emperors, 


who had their Comites Imperii, their Attendants. They 


were named by the Saxyns Ealdormen, and by the Danes 
Eorlas, Honourable Men. The Earls of Britam and 
Handers were the firſt Hereditary Earls in Europe. Queen 
Maud was the firſt in England — 5 ga ve that Honour to 
Ganfred de M:gnavilla, creating him and his Heirs Earls of 
Eſſex. The Earls are created by the King by Patent, and 
the Ceremony of a Robe, a Sword hang'd about the 
Neck, and a Cap with a Coronet put upon the Head. 
The Earls Palatine are the moſt conſiderable, becauſe 
they have Royal Juriſdiftion belonging to them. 

The Vicounts, or Vice Comites, follow next in Order. 
This Name was never known in England before Henry the 
Sixth. ä 

The Barons are to be placed next; from whence thi 
Word comes is diſputable; I judge it may be deriv'd 
from the German Word Bar, a Freeman. The Title and 
Dignity was in England at the time of the Narman Con- 
queſt. A Caſtle and ſuriſdiction did then belong to eve- 
ry Baron, and divers 3 are granted to their Per- 
ſons above other Subjects. They are to be judg'd by therr 
peers; they are fee from taking an Oath ; they are not 
bound to be upon Juries ; they are Summon'd by the

The Court of Admiralty has Juriſdiction in Marine Af- 
fairs.

The Court of Chancery is a Court of Equity, appointed 
to moderate the Severity of the Law in certain Cauſes, 
and to ©: | the Rigour of other Courts.

Seal. The preſent Lord Keeper is the Right Honourable 
Sir Nathan Wright, a Perſon of known Learning in our 
Laws,of Juſtice, Wiſdom and mem Integrity, that 
cauſed him to be advanced to that high Station and Truſt 
with the univerſal Approbation of all Men; Twelve Ma- 
ſters of Chancery his Aſſiſtants, the Maſter of the Rolls 
being chief.

Here were Schools before the Foundation of theſe

if we may give Credit to ſome Relations, Cantaber a 
Spaniard, 375 Years before Chriſt's Nativity, founded 
this Univertity. It is probable that Sebert K. of the 
Eaft Angles reſtor'd it in the Year 630. after Chriſt. 
If my Conjetture may be accepted, this was a place 


of Learning in the time of the Old Britains where the 


Druids kept their Schools, But the Fury of the Danes 
deſtroyed it by the orders of Sueno their General. It 
was rebuilt when Will. the Norman enter'd England. 
He erected here a ftrong Caſtle, as in other places, to 
awe the Natives. 

The Town of Cambrige is govern'd by a Mayor and 
Corporation, asithe Univerſity is by a Chancellor, who 
is a Perſon of the higheſt Nobility. His Grace the 
Duke of Sommerſet, a great Patron of Learning, is the 
preſent Chancellor of Cambrige. Under him is the 
Vice-Chancellor choſen every Year,a Commiſſary to Ex- 
amine and try all Cauſes by the Civil and Statute-Law 
and the Cuſtoms of the Univerſity. Next are the Pro- 
tors, Regiſters, Beadles and other Officers. 

Ely is the next Town of Note to Cambridge a Ci 
and Biſhoprick ſtanding in an Iſland made by the — 
and other Streams. Ihe Cathedral is the chief Orna- 
ment erected by the liberality of divers Biſhops. It 
was firft a Rich Nunnery founded by Ethelreda, Wife 
of Egfred or Egbert, King of Northumberland, but be- 
ing rain'd by the Danes it was rebuilt and turned in- 
to a Monaſtery of Monks by Erhelwold, Biſhop of Win- 
cheſter, but Heu. I. made it a Biſhoprick 1109, and 
Harvy Biſhop of Bangor the firſt Biſnop. He and his 
Succeſſors had all Rights of a County Palatine , till 
Hen. VIII. took them from the Biſhops. Here be- 
longs to the Cathedral a Dean and Prebendaries, be- 
ſides a Free- School to Inftrutt 24 Boys, the moſt re- 
markable things in this place are included in theſe 
three Verſes;

The River Lug joyrs with the He paſſing by Ham- 
pton, a fine ſeat lately of the Comingsbys, and Marden 
and Sutton, where was a Pallace of K. Offa, and where 
K. Ethelbert was Murdered. Near to it is Marcley Hill, 
which in theYear1i575 or 1571lifted it ſelf up higher than 
it was before, with a hideous noiſe which continued three 
days, and removed with Sheep and Corn 200 foot from 
its former Station. The motion began on the 7th of 
Feb, being, Saturday about fix a Clock at night, and con- 
tinued till two the next morning. Kinnaſton Chappel 
was overturn'd, the High-ways were chang'd, and the 
Hill was removed at a great diſtance from its old place, 
to the great amazement of the People. 

Near to this place under Malvern Hills, ſtands Lidbury 
upon the River Lidden a Town of Note. Not far from 
Lidbury is Colwal where a Country man digging in a waſt 
Ground found a Coronet of Gold, ſet with Precious 
ſtones; he ſold it to a Goldſmith in Gloceſter for 37 
Pounds, the Goldſmith to a Jeweler in Lombardſtreer 
for wh pounds, and the Jewels alone yielded him 1500 

unds.

Many have been the Encounters in this County be- 
tween the Romans and the old Britains, between the Sax- 
ons and the firſt Inhabitants, who were expell'd out of 
this County beyond the River VVye into VVales, between 
the Danes and the Saxons, and between the Engliſh and 
the VVelſh, who deſtroyed Hereford, and waſted this 
County by their inroads till they were entirely ſubdued 
by the Kings of England.

Queen Margaret , 
Edward Earl of March with an Army of Ielſhmen met 
with the Earls of Pembroke and Ormond who was allo Earl 
of Wiliſbire, routed their Army with the Death of 3800

&c. that have met with good acceptance, and are both 
uſeful and laſting. At IWhitle near Chorley, has been 
lately found a Mine of Lead, in the Grounds of Sir 
Richard Standiſh; near to it is a plentiful Quarry of Mil- 
ſtones; and within a Mile of Wiggin there is a Well 
which ſeems to proceed from Rain-water, when empti- 
ed ariſes a hot Vapor which makes the Water bubble, 
and if a Candle be put to it, it preſently takes fire, o- 
ther things are related of this Burning-well. On the 
top of Pendle Hills is a ſmall Berry which grows call'd 
Cloudesberry or Cnoutberry, which is common to many 
Hills in England, in the Weſt they name them Ourts, 
the Barren and Heathy Mores are full of them, in De- 
vonſhire and Somerſetſbire Hills. 

The River of Dugleſs paſſes by Wiggin a good Mayor 
and Market-town; hard by is Holland that gives name 
to a Noble Family. Near the Mouth of the River is 
Merton-Meer a large Lake. In fight are three high Hills, 
Ingleborrough, Penigent and Pendle Hill. At the foot of 
it is Cluiberoe Caftle,built by the Laceys,and Vhaley where 
ſtood a Monaſtery. At Riblechefter ſeveral Roman Coins, 
Stones, Pillars and Inſcriptions have been found that de- 
clare this to have been a Roman Station, but the Let- 
ters are ſo defac'd, that only conjecture can read them, 
however the ſtudious of Antiquity fancy this to have been 
a famous City. Out of the Ruins, we imagine that Preſton 
or Prieſt's-Town aroſe,a Populous and well built Borough, 
Situate upon the Rible, with a fair Stone Bridge where 
are held the Court of Chancery, and Offices of Juſtice 
for Lancaſter, as a County Palatine. The River empties 
it ſelf into an Arm of the Sea, call'd Belliſama AXſtuarium 
near Penworth, where ſtood a Caftle to defend the en- 
trance. Towards the Sea, a little River call'd Darwent 
joyns with the Rible, after it has paſt by Blackburne a no- 
ted Market-town, taking its name from the blackneſs 
of the Water; by Haughton Tower, where an ancient 
Family of that name has long Inhabited, and by Valeton 
or Walton Hall, and both Rivers running together thro' 
a low Ground call'd the Moſs to enter into the Sea. The 
Town of Preſton is call'd Preſton in Auderneſs or Agmon- 
derneſs,b=cauſe it ſtands upona round almoſt ſurrounded

They were a numerous Tribe over- 
come by the Romans. After them this Country was a 
Member of the Kingdom of Mercia, and is now in the 

Dioceſe of Lincoln. x | 

The chief Rivers of this County are the Stour, the 
Ey, the Vreale, the Sence, the Swift, the Welland, the 
Avon, and the Trent, waſh ſome part of the Borders. 

The Air is very good, as may appear by the healthy 
Conſtitution of the Inhabitants, who are long liy'd. The 
Soil in the Southern part is extream Fruitful, the Fields 
yeild plenty of Corn, and the rich Meadows, feed vaſt 
numbers of Cattle and Sheep, but the North part is but 
Barren, the earth being moreRocky and Stony, yet here 
upon Bardon Hills, are many Lime Rocks, wherewith the 
Natives improve the Ground, It hath ſeveral Foreſts 
and Woods, as Leiceſter-Foreſt, and Charnwood-Foreſt, 
Dalby-Wood, &c, And where Wood fails, they have 
good Coals, brought from the North part ot the County. 

It reaches in length from Eaft to Sewſtery in the 
Weft 3o Miles, in breadth from Lockington North to 
Catherop in Orton in the South 25, in which Compaſs it 
contains 560000 Acres and upwards, about 18700 Houſes

The City of London. 


0 N D 0 N., the moſt Famous and the moſt Trading 
- 4 City, not only of England, but of the whole World, 
is call'd in Latin Londinum, by Tacitus Londinium, by the 
BritainsLundayn or C acr- Lud, by the Saxons Londenceaſter; 
by foreigners Londra and Londres. Tis ſuppoſed 
tke name is deriv d from theritiſh Words I hong a Ship and 
Dinas or Dinum a City or Harbor for Ships, becauſe it 
admits of Ships of the greateſt Burden that the Tide 
brings up to its Houſes. 
is built upon the Banks of the River of Thamesz its firſt 
Founder is not ſo well known as its Antiquity, for Tacitus 
mentions it as a Rich and Trading City in his time. Con- 
ſtamine firſt Fortified it with a Wall at the requeſt of 
his Mother Helena, It had 7 Gates to the Land, Lud- 
gate and Nemgate in the Weſt, on the North Alderſgate, 
Cripplegate, Moregate and Biſhopſgate, on the Eaft Aldgate, 
two more were on the River fide, Beling ſgate and Dow- 
tte, But the number of the Citizens and their War- 
ike Courage is ſuch, that as the Primitive Spartans they 
truſt more to their Arms than to their Walls. It ſtands 
in a wholeſome Air upon a riſing Ground, moſt of it 
Gravel, having a ſtately Bridge of 19 Arches of Stone, | 
with a Draw-bridge that leads over the River into Surrey. 
Since its firſt Foundation, it hath ſuffer'd much by War 
and Fire; Q.Boadicia and her\ arty deftroy'd it in hatred of 
the Romans. A. 830. It felt the Daniſh fury, and in the 
Years 861, 872, 1013, 1016, it could not eſcape again 
their Rage. But accidental Fire as well as War, has 
often laid it deſolate. Beſides the frequent Fires that 
have deftroyed ſome particular Streets, in the Years 
983, 1077, 1986, 1175, 1212, memorable Fires hap- 
ned in this'City which reduc'd to Aſhes its principal 
treets, and one time Burnt the, Bridge that was for- 
merly of Wood, with the Church af St, Pauls. But the 
laſt Fire was the fierceſt and the greateſt that ever be- 
fell this City, A. 1666 the 2d. of September, It began 
in Pudding Lane, where now ftands a Monument erected 
A. 1671, &c. in the Mayoralty of Sir Richard Ford Kut. 
and in his Succeſſors, of White Stone, 202 Foot high, 15 
Foot Diameter, the Pedeftal is 40 Foot high and 21 Foot 
ſquare, with winding Stairs to the top, where is an Iron 
Balcony,and a Braſs repreſenting the Flames. This dread- 
ful Fire in three days time conſum'd 89 Churches, the 
Guild-Hall, the Schools, Libraries, Hoſpitals, 15 entire 
Wards of 26, 8 of the other were much Shatter'd, 400 
Streets, 13200 Houſes, So that there appear'd 
nothing from the Bridge to the Temple and Holborn, 
but a ſad and lamentable Deſolation. But that which 
is more wonderful, as it was Burnt in 3 days time, It

Roman Coins that have been digg d our of the Earth. At 
Cotſmore, in a Neighbouring Pariſh, Anne, Lady Harring- Cotſmore 
ton of Exton, purchaſed 100 J. per An. to be diſtributed 
amongſt the Poor of ſeven Pariſhes hereabours yearly. In 

this County are many Parks full of Deer, and Rabbits; 
theſe are rhe chief, Leefield-Parks, Ridlington- Park, Up- 
pingham-Park, Liddington-Park, Beaumont and Lamley- 
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This County we find to be an Earldom, enjoyed by 
Edward Plantagenet, Eldeſt Son of Edward Langley, Duke 
of York, created by Richard II. Duke of Albemarle, du- 
ring his Father's Lite; but after his Death he was Duke 
of Torb, and was kill'd valiantly, fighting at the Battle of 
AgincourF, Next to him Edward, the young Son of Rich. 
Duke of Vork, Earl of Rutland, borh were kill'd at the 
Battle of Wakefield, King Henry III. An. 1525 rais d to 
this Honour, Thomas Mannors, Lord Roſs of =_ 
Truſbal, and Belwir, deſcended from Rich. Duke of Tor 
who in Right of his Wife, had a great Eſtate in this 
County. From him the preſent Earl, the Right Honou- 
rable John Mannors is deſcended. I find not many Fights 
and Battles in this little County, for there have nor been 
many Fortified Towns, and Caſtles, which commonly 
draw Soldiers to Diſpute the Ground and Poſſeſſion; 
doubtleſs in the beginning of the Saxon's Reign, and in 
the Daniſh Invaſions, here has been fierce Encounters be- 
tween the contending Parties.

feild, a beautiful Fabrick, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, ha- 
ving as many Doors as Months, as many Windows as 
Weeks, and as many Pillars as Days in the Year. Its high 
Steeple, Cloyſter, Biſhop's Palace, with the Town-H 
and ſpacious Market, deſerve to be mention d. This City 


of New Sarum is govern'd by a Mayor, Aldermen, Recor- 
der, c. Through moſt Streets the Water runs. And 
to the Cathedral belongs a Biſhop, now the Reverend, 
Learned and Eloquent Dr. Gilbert Burnet, a Dean, Chan- 
cellor, Treaſurer, and about 41 ſingle Prebends.

About a Mile 
from it is Stonehenge, a ſtrange Structure of a vaſt bigneſs, 
about 28 Foot high, and 7 in breadth, plac'd in 3 Circles 
one within another, reckon'd as one of the Wonders of 
our Land, and faid to be put here by Uter Pendragon, al- 
ſiſted by the Brittiſh Merlin, in remembrance of the Brj- 
tains ſlain by the Saxons Treachery, and here interr'd , for 
Bones have been digg'd our of the Earth, But all the O- 
pinions of this place are but Conjectures, and not ground- 
ed upon any Certainty. Upon the Downs appear many 
Camps and — ; and near the River Everly Warren, 
where many Hares breed.

The Dan being here divided, one Stream 
runs to meet with the 7del, that flows out of Nottingham- 
ſhire; the other with the Are, to fall all together into the 
Humber; but at the Confluence of Dan and Are ſtands 
a pleaſant Seat of the ancient and honourable Family of 
the Dawneys, Sir John having been advanc'd to the Digni- 
1 of Viſcount Downe in Ireland, by King Charles II. The 
Iſland form'd {by the River is called Marſh-land, or Diche- 
marſh, Fenny Ground, where rank Graſs grows for Cat- 
rel, and is ſurrounded wich little Villages. The Neigh- 
bours fancy that this Iſland floats upon the Water, and 
that ir riſes and falls with the River. Theſe Levels on the 


Thorn, M. S. North of Thorn are now drain'd by Ditches cut from Thorn 


to Gewle. In digzing Firr- trees and Oak extraordinary black 
have been found; and about 30 Years ago they digg'd 
our of a Turt-pit a Body of a Nan, buried 4 Yards deep, 
with his Head Northwards, his Hair and Nails not decay- 
ed, with ſome Roman Coin of Domitian or Trajan. The 
River Derwent rifing out of a Pool near Noſthill, where 
was a Monaſtery of St. Oſwald, runs not far from Hem/- 
worth, where Rob. Holgate, Archbiſhop of Jorł, Founded 
an Hoſpital and a School, An. 1544. The River Calder 
runs out of Lancaſhire to Greſland, ſituate on a Hill, that 
affords Acceſs to the Town but by one way. Here an Al- 
rar was found buried, dedicated to the Titular God of the 
Brigantes, by T. Aurelius Aurelianus. They were the Genii, 
unto whoſe Care Men and Cities were committed. The 
8 had Ardaces in Eſſex, Bellatucadrus in Cumberland, 

iterinus and Moguntus in Northumberland, &c. "This River 
paſſes by the famous Town ct Hallifax, on the Decline of 
a Hill. Twas anciently nam'd Horton, but took the Name 
of Haly fax, i. e. Holy Hair, from the Hair of a Beautiful 
and chaſte Virgin, who was here murdered by her impa- 
tient and inraged Lover, and her Head _ upon a Ewe 
Tree. 'Tis a noted Town for being the Birth-place of 
the late Archbiſhop Tillotſon, as Bradford is for being that 
of the Archbiſhop of Tork, the Learned Dr. Sharp; and 
fer a Law practis d formerly againſt Thieves, who upon 


confeſſion of the Fact, or plain Evidence of Stealing a- 

bove Thirteen pence halt-penny, were to be beheaded on 

a Scaffold by the Sentence of the Bayliffs and Frichborgers.

Knarſborow, where ſtood a Caſtle, but 
now *ris noted for it's Medicinal Springs, the ſweer Spaw, 
the ſtinking or ſulphur Well, St. Mongab's, and Drepping 
Well, che moſt famous of all the petrefying Wells in 
England, Near to it Sir Edward Blackert and Sir Hen. Good- 
rick at Ribſton-Hall, have fine Seats, The Fields herea- 
bouts afford plenty of Liquoriſh, and a yellow ſoft Marle 
to improve the Soil.

Bout two Miles from Hamborow begins the North Ri- 

A ding at Lebberſton. Tis long, but narrow, reaching 
as tar as Weſtmorland, about 60 Miles. The River Derwent 
and Dre limit it on the Weſt, and the Tees on the North. 
It may be divided into theſe Parts, Blackamore, Cliveland, 
Northalvertonſbire, and Richinmondſhire ;, Blackamore being a 
black Soil, full of Mountains, ſteep Hills, Rocks and Woods, 
lies along the Sea-ſhore, where we firſt meet with Scar- 
borough Caſtle, a famous Bayliff-Town, wich a very ſtrong 
Caftle built on a Rock that advances into the Sea. Here 
an incredible quantity of Fiſh is catch d on this Coaſt by 
the Dutch, chiefly of Herring, Ling, Haddock, Hake, Whi- 
ting, Makrel, and Cod-fiſh, About Midſummer they are 
in Shoals on the Scots Shoar, from whence they ſwim to 
The progreſs the Engliſh, and are taken from Auguſt to November, and 
of the Noy- round the Britiſh Sea till Chriſtmas, and then return to the 
thern Fiſh, Northern Climar, where they ſpawn and increaſe till Zune, 
and then viſit again our Coaſts in vaſt Multitudes, to the 

great Advantage of ſuch as will take the Pains to ſeek 

tor them. From Scarborough ro the Tees the Land leans 
inwards, and forms a Bay, called Robin Hood's Bay, that 
takes it's Name from a generous Captain of the Robbers 
in the Reign of King Kich. I, Next apy Dunus Sinus, 
where ſtands Duneſly, or Dunum, and Whitby, a good Town 
on the River E, over which it hath a wooden Bridge. 
Tis now well built, enjoying a great Trade of Allom and 
Butter, Cc. that are here ſold. The Ruines of a famous 
Abby are to be ſeen. In the adjacent parts ſeveral Stones 
reſembling Serpents are to be found ; ſome fancy them to 
proceed from the ſpiral Petrifications of rhe Allom Mines,

Viſcount Latimer, Marquis of Carmarthen, and Duke of 
Leeds, Within the County we meet with the Foreſt and 
Town of Pickering, with an old Caſtle belonging to the 
Dutchy of Lancaſter, and therefore call'd the Honour of 
Pickering, and Pickering Lith and Liberty. Near to it are 
Ayton or Atton, the Ruines of Wickum-Abby , Walgrave and 
Oſeodby, and Kirkby, Moreſide, upon the River Dow a ſwift 
Stream, noted places. More Weſterly the Valley of Rhy- 
dale is diſcoverable, through which the River & paſſes 
near Helmeſley or Hamlak to Riton, and then with the 
Derwent divides Malton, a good Town, into New and Old, 
joyn'd by a Stone-bridge, having 3 Pariſhes. Ar ſome di- 
ſtance are Havingham, a ſmall Town; Newburg, a Village, 
where our Hiſtorian William of Newborow was born, the an- 
cient Sear of the Noble Family of the Bellaſfis ; Riland, 
where ſtood an old Monaſtery; Gilling Caſtle, a Seat of 
the ancient and renowned Family, who for their fair Hair 
are named Fairfax; More Southerly lies rhe Foreſt of 
Galtres, in Lat.

Here ſtands Crabe - Caſtle, belonging to the Church 
of Durham, At a little diſtance Sherry-button, Hinderskell, 
two Caftles formerly; and behind the Hill North Allerton, 
or Alverton, a pretty Town, with a ſmall Circuit of Land 
belonging to it, where che Engliſh obtain'd a famous Victo- 


ry over the Scotch Army, An. 1139. led by their King Da- 


vid, who had deſtroyed with Fire and Sword all the Bor- 
ders between that and Scotland. 1ooo0 Scots were there 
ſlain, Near to Alerton ſtand Thresch or Thrush, Soureby, 
Brakenbak ; and more Northerly Beddal and Maſham, Mar- 
ket Towns. And towards the North Richmondſbire, a roc 
Country, full of Mountains, having ſeveral fruitful Vales. 
In the Hills are many Lead, Coal, and Braſs Mines; and 
on the Tops Sea Cockle-ſhells have been found. The Coun- 
try towards Lancaſhire is fo ſolitary and deſart, and the Ri- 
vers fall from ſuch deep Ground, that the Country call 
them Hell-Banks,i.e. Hell. ſtreams. Here the River Ure, Tour, 
or 7ork , riſes to water firſt Weneſdale,a fruitful Valley, where 
the ſmall Current of Braint falls down from the higher 
Ground, ro meer with the Ure at Braintbridge, the old 
Bracchium, a Roman Station, where ſeveral Monuments 
and Coins have been found there, with Inſcriptions of 
their Emperors, both of Gold and Silver. 

The Swale runs through Swaledale, leaving on the 
North 3 Forreſts, Lime-Forreſt, Applegarth-Forreſt, and New- 
Forreſt, with Deepdale, and on the South Biſhopdale, where 
the Ure or Tork-River viſits Nappay, the ancient Seat of the

Ic ſeems this was the Corner into which 
the firſt Inhabitants of England fled from the Fury of the 
Saxons, Danes, Engliſh, and other Invaders, and meeting 
here in this Mountatnous Country with a ſate Retreat from 
their powerful Enemies, have left it to their Poteſterit 
to inhabit, who yet retain their Warlike and Choleric 
Temper, toon moved to Anger by the leaſt Senſe of In- 
jury or Contempt, proud, vain-glorious, naturally haſty 
and high. minded, but as quickly appeaſed as they are pro- 
voked. They affect a ſeeming Innocency and Honeſty in 
their Dcalinzs, but want not Craft to be otherwiſe. They 
deſended themſelves ſtoutly againſt the Roman Empire, 
and oblig'd their Generals to keep on their Borders at 
Caer Leon and Cheſter their beſt Legions to repreſs their 
Excurſions into the neighbouring Counties ; by whom 
they were never perfectly ſubdued, nor by the Saxons nor 
Danes, nor would they ever quietly acknowledge the Eng- 
lith Scepter, till they had obtain d a Prince of their own 
Country, who 1s always the King's Eldeſt Son, K. Edward 
the Firſt, having had great and bloody Conflicts with 
Lealine Priace of Wales and his Brother David, and conſi- 
derinz the Reſolution of the Welſh never to ſubmit to an 
other Prince, but one of their own Natives, caus d his 
Queen, then big wich Child, to be carried to the Caſtle

of Carnarvan, where ſhe was happily delivered of a Welſh 
Prince Edward, Sirnam'd of Carnarvan, aſterwards K. Ed- 
ward II. Since that time they have perſiſted in their 


— — 


Loyalty and cordial Devotion to our Kings, Religion and 


Engliſh Liberties: And their Gentry are noted for their 
Courteſie, Humanity, Generoſity and Hoſpitality. Their 
Language is primitive, but harſh and ungrate ul to the 
Ears of Strangers. Several Learned Men have flourith'd 
in this Country, Gildas the Wiſe, Geofry of Monmouth, Gi- 
ruldus Cambrenſis, Merlin the Aſtrologer, Will. Morgan, who 
turned our Bible into Welfh, Sir John Price the Antiqua- 
ry, Owen the Author of Epigrams, Dr. Lid Biſhop of Mor- 
ceſter, and many more, are eminent for their Studies and 
Learning ot the Welſh Nation. 

They have been zealous and conſtant to their Religion 
ſince the Days of Lucius the firſt Chriſtian King of Brit- 
tain, and would not admit the Innovations of Auſtin the 
Pope's Apoſtle, but having then a well- order d,. Church go- 
vern d by Biſhops, they rejected the Supremacy of Rome, 
and all other Errors of that Church, and were the laſt of 
this Iſland ro receive them; bur upon the firſt preachi 
of che Reformation they readily embraced the Truth 7 
the Goſpel. 

Divers Kings and Princes have here Govern'd in Chiet 
before their Subjection to the Crown of England. The old 
Britains being by their Warlike Neighbouring Uſurpers 
conquered, were divided, and driven together into three 
Bodies or Parties into the Britains of Cumberland, who 
ſon loſt their Laws, Liberties and Name, between the 
Saxons of Northumberland and che invading Scots, by being 
a Prey to both. The Corniſh Britains retain d their Go- 
vernment till An. 30g. when they were ſubdued by King 
Egbert, the firſt Monarch of England. But the Britains of 

ales being numerous, warlike, and affiſted by a difficult 
and mountainous Country, would nor yield their Necks to 
the Saxon Yoak, till King Egbert and Ethelſtan made them 
Tributary, and condemn'd their Princes to pay him and 
his Succefſors 20 Pounds of Gold, 300 Pound of Silver, 
and 200 Head of Cattle yearly, which afterwards was ex- 
chang'd for. a Tribute of Wolves, 

The firſt King of Wales was Idwalhb the Son of Cadwal- 
lader, to him ſucceeded in order Roderich, Conan, Mervin 
his Son- in- law, Roderick his Son, who got the Name of 
Great. His Succeſſors were his three Sons, Amarawd, Ca- 
del, and Mervin, to whom he gave his Kingdom, Nort h- 
Wales to the Eldeſt, South-Wales to the Second, and Powis 
Land to the Third, upon condition that the two Younger
